But that {s clearly an absurd 
explanation. The military de- 
fence of ithe West no longer 
depends on collective security— 
an out-dated cliche from the 
1930's. It depends on bases. 

If President Kennedy were 
really so anxious about military 
unity in) Burope, his wrath 
would not be turned ayainst 
Britain but aginst bis present 
favourite, de Gaulle, For it is 
de Gaulle who virtually 
torn Fran forces oul of Nato 
—and | kept Americun H+ 
bomb buses out of France. 

But the idea that America 
wants the Common = Market 
beeause she wants strong allies 
in BHurope become still more 
absurd when we begin to sort 
through the piles of Common 
Markel propaganda. 

Again and again we find the 
British zealots for the Common 
Market making the eliim that a 
Common Market which included 
Britain would be a balkincing 
third Power between America 
and Russia. : 

“We would be able to breads 
free from American tutelage,” 
they argue. “We would be able 
to dictate to both America and 
Russia on our own terms.”

Half our 
slaft wants fathers in the labour 
and delivery reoms; the other 
half wants to keep the men out.” 
Many hospitals are finding 
thernselves in the same fix. 


Reason 


of the reason for this 
stem from the fact) that in- 
crensing pressure is being 
brought on hospitals to permit 
husbands to stay with their 
wives in labour and delivery 
rooms. Much of this pressure 
comes from purents’ groups de- 
voted tu the idea uf natural 
childbirth. 


In Seattle, for example, the 
Association for Childbirth 
Education, a citizens group, 
reports that 12 of the com- 
munity'’s 20 hospitals “now 
wow fathers to remain with 
their wives. throughout labour 
and delivery; five others permit 
fathers into the labour room 
only.” 


Similar movements are afoot 
in New York, Chicago end Los 
Angeles. They reflect a growing 
belicf that closeness befere and 
during birth can strengthen 
marriage and make for more 
deeply devoted mothers and 
fathers. :
